Applicant's argument in response to the reiection of claims 1 and 10 are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument ' 
that ArIt (USPN 5.017.839) does not teach totallv reflecting coating, the Examiner respectfullv disagrees. Arit discloses the 
coating 8 on the end portions of the discharge vessel of zirconium dioxide for reflecting both visible and invisible radiation upon 
operation of the lamp (claim 8) and hence is indeed a totallv reflecting coating. .
